Onur Iate Governor las an itch for writ- 
ing. He hos not been long in England 
without taking up his pen. In the Times 
sé 20th August received by the German 
‘Mail, wa Gind tho following lettor :—~ 


To the Editor of the ‘Ties.’ 

Sir,—I should bo much obliged if, in jus- 
tice to the colony of Hongkong, you would 
correct au error in the article entitled ‘The 
Cowmonweulth of Australis’ which appears 
in your issue of this morning. 

Tt is thore stated as follows :— 

‘Within the Empiro Melbourne is ex- 
ecoded in absolute tonnage only by Lon- 
don, Liverpool, Ourdif, and Newcastle.’ 

The writer is evidently unaware that the 
port of Victoria, Hongkong, surpasses, in 
respect of tonnage, all other ports in the 
world exept those of London and Liver: 
pool (and possibly that of Now York, of 
which I have novor seen the returns). 

Though I have not the actual figures by 
me here, I am able to say that tha return 
which reached ma just before I left the 
colony showed the aggregate capacity of 
vesuols entored and cleared at the port of 
Victoria, Hongkong, in 1890, to considera 
bly exceed 13 millions of tons, the Hong- 
kong port thus surpassing in this respect, 
not merely the port of Melbourne, but all 
the ports, taken togethor, of the Australian 
colonies of Victorias and New South 
Walesa. 

In my report of 1889 on the conditions 
and prospects of Hongkong, I gave the ton- 
nage for 1888 of vessels entering the port 
of Victoria. as 6,400,410, and oa theso 
figures are, I observe, quoted in ‘ Whit- 
aker’s Almansck,’ it may possibly be uac- 
ful to some of your readers to explain that 
the nuwher requires to bo about doubled 
for ‘vessels ‘eatered und cleared ;’ and I 
may add that in this matter of tonoage the 
Hongkoug figures for 1800 considerably 
surpass those of all former years.
